SOPREME COURT. 


The following decisions were rendered 
in the Supreme Court to-day : 


No. 65 The steamer_S rcp, ber tackle, | 


etc., the Union Horse-shoe Company in- 
tervenous and claimants vs. the United 
States; and No. 66, the steamer Siren, 
her tackle, etc., Henry 8. Rackett et al. 
intervenous and claimants, appellants, 
vs. the Uaited States. Appeals from the 
District Court of the United States for 
the District of Massachusetts. Justice 
Field delivered the opinion of the Court, 
reversing the decrees of said Court for 
further proceedings in conformity to the 
opinion cf the Supreme Court, The decis- 
ion through Justice Nelson is that when 
a prize vessel is in charge of a prize crew, 
and by her fault she collides with and 
dameges another vessel, a lien attaches 
for such damages, and that upon the 
condemnation cof the priz; and sale, the 
Court is authorized to order payment out 
of proceeds of sale. Judge Nelson dis. 
sented. 

The steamer Georgia, appellants, ve. 
the United States ; appeal from the Dis- 
trict Court of the United States for the 
District of Massachusetts. Justice Nel- 
son delivered the upinion of the Court, 
affirming the decree of the District Court. 
Ip this case the Court held that the 
capture of the Georgia on her sailing out 
a the port of Liverpool was iawful, and 
t 


at she was regularly commanded asa __ 


prize of war. This case will be remem- 
bered as that which gave rise to consid- 
erable correspondence between Minister 
Adams and the British authorities at the 
time of capture. The Gaorgia was built 
in England, and origiually called the 
Japan in the Confedera‘e service. She 
was purchased in 1862, ber armament

The Court held that 
ships of the public enemy could not be 
thus purchased, as thereby the United 
States would be deprived of a legai prize 
and an opportunity afforded for such 
ships to evade their pursuers.
